Will each of you kindly identify yourself 
by name , residence and occupation. 

Mrs. Golden. "Mary Catherine Golden, 1730 Brett St . , 
Pittsburgh 5, Pennsylvania.. I work at Pennsylvania Truck 
Lines. I am a time keeper and office clerk. 

Mr. Arens. You are accompanied here today in this 
session by your husband, is that correct? 
Mrs.. Golden. That is correct. 
Mr. Arens. Will you kindly identify yourself? 
Mr." Golden. Hap L. Golden, 1730 Brett Street, 
-Pittsburgh 5, Pennsylvania. I work with H. J. Heinz Company. 

Mr. Arens. Let it be understood that as we proceed, 
each will implement the other in supplying* information. 

Would you both at your own pace; here, give us a word 
about your own background and a little bit about your 
personal life? How long have you lived in the Pittsburgh 
area? Where did you come from before you came to the 
' Pittsburgh area, and the like. 

Mrs, Golden. I was born and raised in Pittsburgh, 
and lived there all ray life.. 

Mr. Golden. ■ I was born in Barberyille, Kentucky. 
Mr. Arens'. How long have you lived in the Pittsburgh 

area? 



Mr 0 Golden o I have worked in and out of there some 
25 years off and Oh, the last time permanently when I 
came back from Kansas City. I am an electrician and I 
used to do line work which took me to various parts of the 
country. I worked Out there at the Leeds plant. 

Mr.. Arens. Are you blessed with children? 

Mrs. Golden. We have two; our daughter is 13 1/2 
and Our son will be 11 on Tuesday. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. and MrSi Golden, are you now members 
of the Communist Party? 

Mrs. Golden, Yes. 

Mr. 'Golden. Yes* 

Mr. Arens. Would you now kindly tell us first of ail, 
the circumstances surrounding your admission to membership 
in the Communist Party and the time and the place? 

Mr. Golden. Being employed at Heinz, I was president 
of the union, active on the executive committee and a 
Joseph Mankin, who belonged to the same international as 
ours, I knew that he was a Communist amongst other people 
and worked with him. 

He often approached me saying that wecould do a job 
at Heinz in getting people into the Party. He and four or 
five more take credit for first organizing the Communists 
at Heinz.' They first organized the Communists within the 
AFL, but withdrew rather than being exposed and having it 
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turned over to non-members of the Party. He kept after

Mr. Golden. None whatsoever. 
Mrs. Golden.. None whatsoever. 

Your serving in the Party has been 
solely at the behest of your Government for procuring 
information from the Communist Party to help your Govern- 
ment in combatting this menaces. 

Mr. Golden. That is right.

Mr. Arens. Did you have any information at all 
respecting espionage? 
Mr. Golden. No. 

Mr. Arens. Did you have any instruction or activity 
or what we call political subversion, namely the processes 
of .getting letters sent in down here to Washington on 
legislation? 

Mr. Golden. * They were very active in that r 

Mr. Arens. Could youtell us a little more about that? 

Mr. Golden. The one time I came to Washington when 
we came from all over and was lost. The only thing I re- 
member at that particular time v/as there was trouble 
at the International Harvester~McComb Dairy which is 
combined now.

I don 9 t know whether an international man represented 
the unions or not, but he was going before a judge or 
something down hereand then there was a protest of the 
Walter-McCarran Act. 

Mr. Arens. The Internal Security Act, the Mundt- 
Nixon Act? 

Mr. Golden. Yes c It was a protest for that. They 
were here from all over, the mid-west and all the eastern 
seaboard . 

Mr. Arens. ' In addition to your membership and 



officership An the Northside Club of the Communist Party, 
and the leadership of this dell, did you do anything in 
Communist fronts? Did you have any offices or posts in 
the Communist fronts, such as the Civil Rights Congress 
or any of the others? 

Mr. Golden. I did not hold any position but we 
attend all of the meetings. My wife usually took care of 
the women 8 s group and I carried my activities more to the 
Progressive Party because they both were in dominant con- 
trol by the- Communist- Party. 

It was just a- front for them and I was usually 
delegate to all of their conventions. 

Mr. Arens. What fronts are still active up there 
besides the American Committee for the Protecticn of the 
Foreign Born? 

Mr. Golden. That is all I know, 

Mr. Arens. How about the Civil Rights Congress? 

Mr. Golden. No, that has folded. 

Mr. Arens. Any fragments of the old International 
Workers Order? 

Mr. Golden. No. 

Mr. Arens. American Slav Congress? 
Mr. Golden. No. 

Mr. Arens. Tell us some of the disciplines and: some 
of the hardships which you personally suffered as a result 
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of your service to your Government in the Communist Party. 

Mr. Golden. 'The first thing that we had to suffer was, 
we had to move., Our landlord was vexjy anti-Communist. We 
were living in Aetna, which is a suburb of Pittsburgh. We 
had to move because the landlady would holler about she 
and I and. the little Communist brats out in the yard. 

If we went to the grocery stores— she went to 
school there all her life, knew lots of people, lots of 
relatives on both her father's and mother's side and 
it was the humiliation and, of course, the smaller the 
town, the more the publicity. 

Mr. Arens. You were identified in public sessions as 
Communists and it was. the result of that publicity because 
of that. 

Mr. Golden. That is right. Later, I had to give up iny 
union affiliation, although the Communist Party central 
committee got up a slate of four or five of us and ran me 
as a business agent, I could not refuse it but I did not 
push it, 

I only lost out by 20 or 25 ballots put of 2,200 
even after I v/as exposed. That was my past record that 
was standing up for me. They do not give a daran about your 
politics. They only care if you ar,e for the union. . 

I would get it every day at the plant. That is the 
reason I wasasked to, be relieved Of the duties. 1 could 
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have been paid the top rate for electrician for the past 
four years and, in fact,, my foreman did give me the raise 
and I had it for two weeks, but their policy of going into 
top grade of management, foreman, personnelman— they sit 
in on it so I suffered pay losses. 

Mr. Arens. What specifically do you do at the Heinz 
plant? 

Mr. Golden. I am an electrician. 

In- the unions, as I said, X had to give up all of my 
active union work to help the people. In fact, a letter 
was sent to Chicago asking the international to expel me 
from the union or they wanted to get permission to expel 
me from the local union, and their attitude .was as long ' 
as I did not /Jeopardise any union member or destroy any 
union's ideas and activities and was a good union member, 
that I could not be 93r.pel.lsd for my politics, 

Mr. Arens. Is the Communist Party a political party? 

Mr. Golden. I could never determine that. I do 
not think th<by are a political party. 

Mr. Arens. It is a conspiracy, a criminal conspiracy 
to overthrow this government? 

Mr. Golden. That is the background of the idea when 

and if the revolution comes v They would make particular 

p ■ 

statements that they were going to blow up the South and. 
take oyer the capital. I never heard those statements but 



it was always the innuendoes in the background that we had 
to educate the masses, particularly the minority groups 
so they v/ould fall in line when the revolution came and 
a lot of them were very specific in bailing it the 
economic revolution. 

Mr, Arens. I believe before we get to the point of 
undertaking to solicit from you the identification of 
other Communists, I would like to talk to Mrs, Golden 
for a while. 

Would you kindly tell us of the time and the circum- 
stances of your joining the Party? 

Mrs. Golden* When my husband was approached, the man 
who approached him came out to the house and talked to 
both of us. He said, think it over and if we decided to 
do this thing andwork for our country, that if I wanted to 
participate in my husband ?s activities that I should do so 
if I was willing, but to take my time, not to push things, 

After we talked it over and decided to go ahead with 
it and he joined the Party in August of 1946, I was 
pregnant at the time. We had meetings in our house. We 
had executive committee meetings in our house. The first 
meeting that we had at the house, I, not being a member of 
the Party, I went to a movie and I came home before the 
meeting was ended and I sat in the kitchen. 

We .just had a garage apartment and I sat in the kitchen 
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until the meeting adjourned and made coffee and served 
coffee and after the meeting was adjourned Joe Mankin 
said to me, "When we hold another meeting,. I wish you 
would sit in on it. You might learn something, 11 

After this, I started to sit in on the meetings* 
The first meeting that was held in bur home was around 
April of 1947, although 1 had been approached by Joe 
Mankin several times before that at different intervals 
on seeing him when, he came to the house • 

He would talk to me and ask me my opinion about this 
or that or what I thought oh different issues that the 
Communist Party was pushing at that particular time and if 
my thinking was wrong on it, he would try to straighten 
out my thinking. 

My son was born and long after this they did not 
come to the house, with a sifiall baby, and in August of 
1947 Joe arranged to have Arine Devnich and Mrs. Lovett 
and there were several other women who were supposed to 
come to our house to organize the Nbrthside Branch of 
the Congress of American women. 

Anne Devnich and Mary Lovett were the only women 
v/ho showed up. There were several others on vacation. 
Anne Devnich asked me if I would join the party and I 
signed a card that night. 

Mr. *Arens. What time was that? 
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Mrs. Golden. That was August of 1947. That was 
exactly a year after my husband joined. 

Mr, Arens. Will you then tell us, Mrs. Golden, 
the various posts you held in the Communist Party or in 
any front groups? 

Mrs. Golden;. As far as the Party itself, I did not 
hold any particular office in the Party, although I did 
attend executive meetings that were held in our home at 
the request of Joe Mankin and some of the others. 

Mr. Arens* Were you attached, as was your husband, 
to the Northside group of the Party or were you a member 
at large? 

Mrs. Golden, I was a member of the Northslde Branch 
of the Party. 

Mr. Arens. Did you ever hold an office of post in 
the Northside branch? 
'Mrs. Golden. No. 

Mr, Arens. Had you ever been a committee chairman 
Of any of the functions of the Northside branch? 

Mrs. Golden. I was in a front group* I was a 
secretary of what they termed the housewives protest 
committee that was started ascwnd 1048, somewhere around 
the time that price controls ended. \ They started this 
group to try to get the control put back on* Food and 
clothing were about the first things that were decontrolled.

I was made secretary of that . group,, Some of the CftC--I 
was active in. that. 

The way things were, you were not actually elected 
because it was such a small meeting. Maybe Miriam Schultz 
would say, "Mary, how about you doing this or how about 
so and so doing this," and you were automatically made 
secretary or on a committee that perhaps drew up. some 
sort of a social affair. 

Really, J -couldn't say that I was actually not a 
member of a committee of the CRC. 

Mr. Arens. It was an informal arrangement? 

Mrs. Golden. Yes, it was reklly informal. 

Mr. Arens. What other committee were you connected 

with? 

Mrs. Golden. I was connected with the Progressive 
Party. 

Mr. Arens. Was the Progressive Party pretty well 
controlled by the Communist Party in Western Pennsylvania? 
Mr. Golden. Entirely. 

Mrs. Golden. They had some front groups. Everytime 
something came up — the committee to Defend the Victims of 
the Walter-McCarran Act, the committee to Protest the 
Execution of the Rosenbergs — - 

•Mr. Arens. Did you have peace petitions up there? 

Mrs, 5 Golden. We went around and worked ail over 



the place trying to get signatures to send to Washington 
to protest the execution of the Rosenbergs. 

Mr. Areas. Hov; about peace petitions and Stockholm 
peace appeals? 

Mrs, Golden. We had those, too, I could not tell you 
exactly when* but I know we passed those around and tried 
to get signatures.. 

There was an organization called the American Peace 
Committee that was formed on the Northside at the Unitarian 
Church and I was active in that. 

Mr. Arens. Have you told us all of the posts you have 
held in the Communist' Party or any front groups of the 
'Communist Party? 

Mrs. Golden. There were so many committees. 

Mr 0 Arens. What is the last group in which you have 
been active, wither inthe Party or in a front organisation? 

Mrs. Golden. The last really active one would be 
around the time of the Smith Act Defense Committee. They 
had the Committee to End Sedition Laws, the Committee — 
for every individual there was a committee to defend so and 
so against deportation or denaturalization or whatever it 
was . 

Mr. Arens. Have any of the top leadership of the Pr 
Party been through- the Pittsburgh area in the last several 
months to your knowledge for any particular sojourn there? 
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Has Steve .Nelson been back there? . 

Mr. Golden, He was in our house two weeks ago. 
Mr. Arens. I understand he is selling insurance, 
Mr. Golden. That is right. 

Mr. Arena. Is he doing anything besides selling 
insurance to your knowledge? 

Mr. Golden. Not to my knowledge, 

Mr. Arens. Did he give any indication of recent 

activity in the Party? 

Mr. Golden. He made the statement himself that there 

was nothing doing. 

Mr. Arens. Mrs. Golden, would you care to express 
yourself .on this record respecting any particular embarrass 
ments or hardships which you or your children have had 
because of your service to your country? 

Mrs. Golden. ■ As my husband said, we lived in the 
. town where I was born and raised. It is a small town. 
It is not wide open. You grow up and you know people and 
everybody knows you because they know your father. The 
people in the supermarket would say, "Your name was in the 
paper. You are a Communist." They would practically yell 

it out loud. : 

Mr. Arens. What did you say when people spoke 

disparagingly of you? 

Mrs. Golden. I could only turn away and walk away. 



Mr. Arens, How about the children? 

Mrs. Golden, After we left Aetna, we had to move. 
We had to move from a $23 a month apartment to an apartment 
that was not nearly as nice and paid $60 a month rent 
for utilities, almost twice as much; It was a poorer 
neighborhood. 

We lived there practically in seclusion but a month 

< 

after we moved in Joe Hank in moved upstairs. Subsequently , 
his name was mentioned in the paper and our landlord said, 
"Well, you are probably a Communist, too, because of him, 11 

From there we moved up to, Charles Street. We did not 
move from there because of anything that was said, but 
moving up to Charles Street, somebody who had known him 
and had known about the newspaper articles would tell Tom, 
our son, your mother and dad are Communists, their names 
were lit the paper and he would come home and say/ "Mr, 
Thomas ^.id you are Communists. It is not true/ is it, 
Mommy?" 1 would say, Mr. Thomas doesn*t know what he is 
talking about because I didnH know what else to tell him, 
but he would see the Sunday Worker at our house. It is 
almost impossible to hide it. 

One thing that he did not tell you he suffered, was at 
the plant- A cohple of days before Christmas he came 
home and he had his head split open by a can of beans that 
an anti-Communist had thrown at him because he did not want 
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to ride in the service elevator with him. ■ Almost every- 
day newspaper headlines came out with something about 
when the Russian leadership switches, they would tell him 
that his bosses were changing and who is your boss now, 
with hammer and sickle and newspaper articles in the shop-, 

Mr. Arens. Could I ask you about church affiliations? 
Did you have any instructions from the Communist Party not 
to be active in the church or did they tell you to be active 
in the church? 

Mrs. Golden.- Not to be active in the church. As a 
matter of fact, Joe Mankin talked to me continually .about 
my being a Catholic. He said it was all right to even 
belong to - a church . It was not half as bad as belonging 
to the Catholic Church because Catholics were so anti- 
Communist and he could not understand why X belonged to 
the Catholic Church. 

X had a hard time as far as that was concerned. Every 
opportunity he got he would try to change my way of thinking 

Mr. Arens- But you did persist in your church 
affiliations? 

Mrs. Golden. That is right. 

Mr. Arens. Did you receive any instructions to 
disassociate yourself from the Baptist Church? 
Mr. Golden. No. 

Mr , Arens . Have you belonged . to any non-Communist 



groups like the Slks, Sagles, Rotary, any card clubs or 
anything of that kind? 

Mr. Golden. Back when I .first got cut of the service, 
I helped form ono of the first American Legion Posts, 
As I lived in suitcases for 18 yearn, floating around the 
country. I did at one time belong to the Moose and the 
Eagles but in moving around, I finally dropped my membership 

Mr.Arens. When were you first identified publicly? 

Was that by Cvetiq? 

Mrs. Golden. Yes. : . ' 

Mr. ArenSi That is in 1950? 

Mrs. Golden. Yes. He had been approached by some 
people that we became acquainted with to join the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars and he never felt free to do so. 

Mr. Williams. Did the party try to get you to join 
any of these groups? 

Mrs. Golden. Ho, not that I know of. 

Mr-. ArenSo Mr. Golden, have you had any experiences 
with the non-Communist affidavit under the Taft-Hartley 
Act? 

Mr. Golden. Yes, I have. 
Mr. Arens. Would you tell us about them? 
Mr. Golden. In organising this group, they called it 
Heinz group, we formed a slate consisting of two negroes 

and three whites. X was the business agent. I forget the 



other particular positions. They were: minor positions in 
the union, but. one was for steward, one was for sergeant 
at arms. : I think both negroes were for steward and we 
wore trying to get elected and if we were elected; we were 
told to go ahead and get elected and not to worry about it. 

Mr. Arens. What instructions or information was given 
to you respecting preparation for possible underground 
activity by any member of the Communist Party? 

Mr. Golden. Joe Mankin told me that every Party 
member must be willing to sacrifice himself for the Party 
even if it means leaving his family and going to live in 
another city, changing his name — they must be. willing to 

do it. , 

Mr. Arens. Will you now kindly tell us the name, 
identification and activity of each Of the persons whom 
you knew to a certainty to be members of the Communist 
Party in the Pittsburgh area? 

Mrs. Golden ■. Mr. and Mrs. Steve Nelson. The last 
time, we saw Steve was at our home about two weeks ago. 
We saw Margaret at the American Committee meeting. 

Mr. Arens. Margaret is Steve* Nelson's wife? 

Mrs. Golden. That is right. That was last winter. 

Mr. and Mrs. Roy Hudson. It has been years since we 
saw them. 

Mr„, Williams. What is her first name? 



>Mra.i_ Golden. Andrea. 

$6y; Hud&On. was the organizer for the Communist Party 
in: western Pennsylvania . . 

/■Mr... Williams. What has happened to him? 
Mr. Golden. The last I heard of him he was on the 
national committee lip in New York, i have read that in 
the Sunday Worker. 

Mrs:; Golden, Dave^Graiit. 

Mr. Golden. He belonged to the Northside club at first 
at the time I was in it. Later he was transferred to the 
professional group and then later he worked in steel in 
Upton Valley in helping Kenish to help organise around 
Clarendon to help organize around Clarendon, organizing 
members in the steel mill around Clarendon. 

Mr. Arens. Where is he now? 

Mr. Golden. So far as I know—- that - has been around ten 
years since I have actually seen him. He went and left up 
there and I ha© had no contact with him since, only hearsay 
that he was up there working. 

Mrs. Golden. Vladimir Slomberg, S-l~a-m~b~e*~r~g, that 
is the spelling to the best of my ability. 

Mr. Golden. He was a member df the Northside group. 
He came. in here from New York. I can't place where he worked. 
He was a hairlip, but I am not positive where he worked i 

Mr. Williams. Did it affect his speech? 



Mr. Golden. Slightly, but not very much. 

Mrs. Golden. George Wuchinich. The last time I saw 
him was in 1054. He was at a conference held in New York. 
I don't know what he was doing at the. time. 

Mr. Williams. Where did he work? 

Mrs. Golden. I thinkhe had a travel agency v/ith Milo 
Manula, 943 Liberty Avenue, in George Delta's place. 
Mr. Williams. Did he handle foreign travel? 
Mrs. Golden. I don't know. 
Mr. Williams. Is it still there? 

Mrs. Golden. No. After Cvetic's testimony he moved 
to New York. 

Mr. Williams. Did the Party move him? 

Mrs. Golden. I could not say, but I saw him there 
and spoke to him. 

Mr. Golden, i can place this George in the Party 
.because he attended iseetings upstairs on Liberty Avenue. 

Mrs. Golden. I saw him there, too, at the last meeting 
I attended; Steve Nelson chaired the meeting. That was 
around the late part of 1949 or 1950. 

Tom Fitzpatrick . I know him. I don't know too much 
about him. I dolmow that he worked at UE„ 

Mr. Golden. He worked at UE and was a very active Party 
member:.. He belonged to a cell. 

Mrs. Golden. Ruth and Allen McNiel ., Thelast time I 
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saw them was at. that American Committee meeting in Swirl. 
Hill. He was working but he did not say where; his wife 
worked in an office which she did hot identify * 

I was in contact with him at the CRC office, i 
^attended a lot of front group meetings with them. I went 
there for a mailing one afternoon. They called me up and 
asked me if I would come and help with a mailing. I am , 
not sure whether it was the Committee to End Sedition Laws 
or not , but Allen McMiel was not working at the time., 

t was there during lunch time. Steve Nelson, and 
Ales Stineberg and everybody that is; hard core Communist, 
that 1 consider the hard core Communist, and they were 
drafting up a leaflet to be mailed o\it. I believe.it was 
either on the Committee to End The Smith Act, or the 
Committee to Defend the Smith Act Victims or something like 
that. 

It was one of those things. They were all functioning 
around the same time. Allen McNiel and Steve Nelson were 
discussion what to put in the leaflet and Allen had it 
written one way and Steve changed it around. He thought 
this wording would be better and he thought this and that 
should be eliminated and so on. 

They sent out and got some bread and sandwich meat and 
made apot of coffee. Miriam Sehults was there and Steve 

f 

Nelson made the remark that they were there every day and 
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had lunch the same way. Everybody pitched in for the cost 
of the bread and sandwich meat and that they worked there 
everyday at the CRC office. 

Alex Stineberg. I saw him at the American Committee 
meeting, last fall. 

Mr.., Williams. Where did he work? 

Mrs . Golden . I do not know that . He was unemployed 
for a long time. 

Mr. Williams. Is he still in Pittsburgh? 

Mrs. Golden. Be is still in Pittsburgh. He is 
married to Esther Roth. I can't remember when I saw her 
last , - 

Mr.. Golden. : He belonged to the Squirrel Hill group? 

Mrs. Golden. Evelyn Ableson arid Mrs. Ableson. Mrs.. 
Ableson is now deceased. Evelyn was at that American 
Committee meeting. I v/as In contact with her on a lot of 
different occasions. One time we had ah affair up at the 
Jewish Center. Steve Nelson just got out of jail and we 
Were having a Welcome home party for him and we were work-

ing/in the kitchen, her and Mrs. SchleSsinger , I think 

/ - 
Hy Schlessinger was in Chicago attending a meeting. 

Mr. Golden. She v/as also a member of the central 

committee. 

Mrs. Golden. She made a remark about who were, defend' 
ing the Smith Act cases, and all of the lawyers who 
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belonged to the Lawyers Guild and Evelyn asked who else 
would defend theni and it was members of the Lawyers Guild. 

Joe Mankin is now deceased.

Mr. Williams. He fits so closely into your background 
in the Party, I do not see how he can be eliminated. 

Mr. Golden. He is our background. He got us into 
the Party. I knew he was a Communist. He was chairman when 
I joined of the Northside club. He was on the executive 
board of the Northside and at one time he was on the central 
committee and at one time he had been an organizer for the — - 

I did not know for sure but then he told me of instances 
that happened and he was our personal contact after the 
Party went underground. . We made our reports to him. • All 
moneys collected for the Party for literature, citizen 
papers, raffle tickets, were turned over to him. That is 
a ruh-down on him. 

Mrs. Golden, Mrs. Agnes Mankin was a member of the 
Northside Club. 

Mr. Williams.. Is she still living? 

Mrs. Golden. She called me last night. 

Mr. Williams. Her name is Agnes Mankin? 

Mrs. Golden. That is right. Right now I would say 
she is politically not associated with the Party. 

Mr. Williams. How old is she? 

> 

Mrs. Golden. Fifty-two or fifty- three. 
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Mr. Arens. Has she broken with the Party? 

Mrs.. Golden. She was brainwashed into it by him. 
, Jean Vidmar, John Vidmar and their father. I do not 
know what his first name is, 

Mr, Golden. I was in their home at lots of meetings 
and planned affairs. John Vidmar was- treasurer of the 
Northside Clubo His sister was one of the organisers- of . 
the Youth Group meetings, 

Mr. Williams. John and Jean are brother and sister 
and not man and wife? 

Mr. Golden. That is right. He was employed by this 
language newspaper. His dad was a linotype setter at the 
same newspaper 0 That was the language group they put out. 
I think it was Polish, Lithuanian, Serbian. I think five 
different language newspapers were printed up there. 

Mrs. Golden. They moved to Chicago although Jean and 
Mr. Vidmar — that is John q s father — they were still living 
in Perrysville, Pennsylvania. Jean dropped out of the Party 
to the best of my knowledge when she got married and I 
believe her husband is a postal employee and rather than 
have anything be known that would be detrimental to him, 
she dropped out of the Party. She married a man by the name 
of Tom or Tamara. 

Arthur and Daisy Barto. 

Mr. Golden. They were members of the Northside Club. 

! 



Mrs. Golden. He worked at the language newspaper on 
Northside and they have moved to Chicago. The last time 
I saw him was when I had been to a conference in Chicago 
in 1954, I believe, I have some notes here.. It was 
December of 1953. 

"Mr. and Mrs. Isaac Hey. Mrs. Bey is now deceased. 
* Mr. Golden. He sol* insurance. He never held any 
office in the Party. 

Mr. Williams. To what group, was he assigned? 

Mr. Golden.. To the Northside group for a while. He 
used to attend the meetings there. They were shifting 
him around. He was probably in the. professional position 
first, but due to the position his son-in-law held in the 
Party he was transferred to the Northside Club to the best 
of my recollection and he was a member later on. 

The last time that I saw him was at the burial of 
Joseph Mankin. 

Mrs. Golden. Herbert Nusser and his wife, Shirley. 

Mr. Williams. Where does he work? 

Mr. Golden. When- I first knew him he was treasurer 
and secretary of the Northside Club. He was a surveyor, 
civil engineer for Pittsburgh Coal Company; Later on, he 
lost his job through the expose. His hobby is photography. 

Mrs. Golden, He works for a camera shop in Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Williams. He was exposed through the testimony 
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Matthew Cvetic? 

Mrs. Golden. That is right. I think he has not 
been active for a long time. I understand he has a heart 
condition. 

' Rudy Krays and his wife . 

Mr. Golden. He belonged to the Northside Club. He 
is a one-armed paperhanger. He is self-employed. He 
contracts and solicits paperhanging. I stopped at his 
home about six years ago to solicit a donation or sell 
him tickets to a picnic and I was politely informed or told 
to keep away from his house. 

Mr. Williams. By him? 

Mr. Golden. By him. 

Mr. Williams. Do yau. believe that he dropped out of 
the Party? 

Mr., Golden . He disassociated himself from the Party 
and all Party members. He even told that to Mankin, that 
he did not want him coming around anymore. Joe would try 
anything. He sent me down and he thought he could get a 
couple of bucks out of him. 

Mrs. Golden. Gabe and Mary Kish. 

Mr. Golden. He was in the coal miners fl group. He 
was an organizer at one time in active work in Washington 
County. Around little Washington', Pennsylvania.. Later on 
he was a member of the Northside Club and also the central 



committee member.

Mr. Williams. Was he a Smith Act defendant? 

Mir. (Golden. No, I don't believe so. I have not seen 
him for about a year now. He is self-employed. He in- 
stalls furnaces, air ducts, remodels and reconditions houses. 
They have Just had a new baby within the last three or 
six months . 

Mrs* Golden. Steve Nelson said Gabe was supposed to 
carry on activities in the Northside after Joe Mankinds 
death and that he was rather lax in doing some things. 

Mr. Golden. They reprimanded him. He was supposed 
to be our contact and he never contacted us. We would run 
into him on the street or at a function i 

Mrs. Golden- Nick Kelich, Northside Club, a member of 
our cell, foreign born. 

Mr. Williams. Was he a citizen? 

Mr. Golden. He must have been. The boys went to his 
home several times. He said they were threatening to take 
his citizenship away from him if he did not testify so I 
presume that he was a naturalized citizen - 

Mrs. Golden- Steve Devunich and Ann Devunich. Ann is 

the one that I signed my first membership Party card with* 

» 

Mr. Williams. Is that her married name? 
Mrs. Golden- Yes. Her husband * s name is Steve. He 
is employed in the Armstrong Cork Company in Pittsburgh. 
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Mr. Arens. Was her husband, in the Party? 

Mrs. Golden. He attended Northside Club meetings. 

Mr. Williams. What does he do with Armstrong Cork? 

Mr. Golden, He is a machinist. 

Mr. Arens. Andhis first name is what? 

Mrs. Golden. Steve. The last time we saw Mm, he made 
a speech to Louise Pettibone Smith at that -fliaerican 
Committee meeting which we attended and he was assigned to 
go out to the airport to pick her. up arid bring her to the 
meeting. 

(Whereupon, at 12:00 noon, the above-named staff 
interrogation was recessed, to reconvene at 1»30 p.m., of 
the same day.) 




AFTERNOON SESSION 1:30 p.m. 

Mr. Arens. You may proceed. 
Mrso Golden^. Matthew Ahell. 

Mr. Golden, He is an employee who still works ,at 
Heinz. He was a member of. the Party and belonged to the 
Northside Club. Later, I think he was in what they called 
the language group but I had him in my cell and I had to 
collect dues from him and solicit for sales and take con- 
tributions. 

Mr„ Williams. He is still employed at Heinz? 

Mr. Golden. He is the only one who is left there. 

Mr. Williams. Was he identified by Cvetic? 

Mr. Golden. Yes. . 

Mrs. Golden. Grace Lee, I think. 
. Mr. Golden. She worked at Heinz;. She was identified 
with that club. She would discuss pertinent matters and 
one had to be a. Communist to know that. I never saw her 
in a meeting but she was discussing things that were 
handed down from the central committee and we would dis- 
cuss it in the plant so I know she had to be a full member. 

Mr. Williams. Where is she now? 

i - , 

Mr. Golden. I do not know. 
Mr. Williams. When did she leave Heinz? 
Mr. Golden. That I couldn't tell. She has been gone 
at least five or six years from there „ I never saw or heard 



of her since. 

Mr. Williams. How old would she be now? 

Mr, Golden. She would be around 60. 

* 

Mrs. Golden. Mark and Mary ftovetto Mark was a 
member of the Northside Club and he v&s on the executive 
committee. He was thrown but of the Party for being a 
drunkard. He was given a suspension. He is now in Maysview 
Mental Hospital. Mrs.. Lovett is in very poor health. 

Erwin Suckdamondel . I am pretty sure that that is how 
you spell it; He was a member of the Northside Club. 

Mr. Golden 0 He was later transferred to Oakland Club. 

Mrs. Golden. He was on the Daily and Sunday Worker 
Committee and the Literature committee. The last time I saw 
him was in New York at a conference-. 

Mr, Williams. Was he living in New York? 

Mr. Golden. When he got out of the service he went 
to New York. 

Mr. Williams. Tell us a little of his background. 

Mrs. Golden. He was orphaned, I cbh 9 t know at what age, 
and he was brought up in an orphanage. He got out when he 
was 17. This was in New York. He came to Pittsburgh when 
he was about 19 . He worked in a restaurant as a busboy He 
made $21.75 a week. 

He had a room on the Northside. When he became of age 
at 21 he was to inherit some money. ^Prom what I could 
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gather his mother and dad had been separated and he v/as 
to get some money in New York and the other in Florida 
and > he had to go to these two States in order to collect 
the money. 

Shortly before that time, everybody was told that if 
you ever left town, you had to get permission from the 
Party before you were allowed to leave town;. If the Party 
decided it was not necessary, you would have to stay in 
town. 

Eddie got permission— six weeks leave of absence he 
was granted by the Party to go to New York and to Florida 
to collect this money which was about $10,000* When he 
came back, instead of going and getting a room on the North 
side, he went to Oakland and got this room in Oakland and 
he also joined up with us again. 

We had an executive meeting in. our house where he 
wanted a transfer from the Korthside Club to the Oakland 
Club. This meeting v/as to decide whether they should 
grant him the transfer, So, he was questioned as to why 
he wanted a transfer and they tried to persuade him to 
move back to the Northside and he v/as never given permission 
to take a room in Oakland; that he should have come back 
and moved on the Northside, gotten a room on the Northside 
because that is where his work v/as. 

So, he was questioned at length about why he did these 
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these things when he v/as never .granted the permission and 
it was brought out that when he was in New York, to begin 
with he had never gotten permission from the Party to leave 
New York j that he had done it on his own and they had 
gotten a hard time getting his membership, transferred from 
New York to Pittsburgh; that he should have gotten permission 
first to come to Pittsburgh and that ■ when he was in New 
York that he had gone to the Jefferson School and it was 
later found out that the teacher that he had at Jefferson 
School had been found out to be a Trotskyite. 

So they were sort of suspicious because he was not 
following Party directives. Subsequently, they agreed that 
they would let him foe transferred to the OaklandClub. 

Mr. Williams. Did the Party plan to get any of this 
$10,000 which he had inherited? 

Mrs. Golden. They were very disappointed that he had 
given them $300 and Joe. Mankih had told us confidentially 
afterwards that he was permitted to leave this meeting, 
that they had hoped that he would give them at least $5,000. 
He had been ddnating his whole pay at times which was 
$21.75 a week to the Party. 

Mr. Arens. What was he living oh? 

Mrs. Golden. He was walking around with holes in his 
shoes and giving his full pay to the Party. 

Mr, Gplden. After moving to ..Oakland, he was censured 
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severely by the Party for joining the higher-class 
synagogue or the business and professional Jews who 
attended church and not joining a syriogogue where the 
working class of people attended. 

They even wanted to dictate what little bit of 
religious life they would allow you to have; they wanted 
to dictate where and how you could go. In connection with 
his vacation, we. had to clear .ours with our central 
committeeman before v/e were allowed to leave; the City of 
Pittsburgh to go on a vacation to visit my father and mother 
and brother in Kentucky, 

Mrs. Golden. The next name is Jog Takacs, He went to 
Chicago to the American Committee conference. 

Mr. Williams. As a representative from Pittsburgh? 

Mrs. Golden, Yes. 

Mr. Williams. Did you also attend that conference? 
Mrs. Golden; Yes. 

Mr. Williams. Did anyone attend the conference from 
Pittsburgh who were not members of the Communist Party? 
Mrs. Golden. Not to my knowledge.. 
Mr. Williams. Where did he work? 
Mrs. Golden, I could not say. 

Mr. Williams. . Can you tell us anything, else about him? 
Mrs. Golden. Joe had a group known as the IWO policy 
holders committee, the national committee. I saw him at

one of these picnics where he was one of the people 
standing at the gate checking other people* 
Viola -Schmidt. 

" Mr.. Williams.- Is she single or married? 
Mrs, Golden. Single, a little Jewish girl, 1 do 
not know where she works. 

Mr. Williams. Approximately how old ist she? 

Mrs. Golden. She would' be in her thirties. 

Mr, Williams. Does she still reside in Pittsburgh? 

Mrs-. Golden. Yes. 

Mr. William©. When is the last time you saw her? 

Mrs. Golden. It has been about a year or so. 

Mr. Williams. Was it at a front group? 

Mrs. Golden. 1 would not say it was 5 but offhand I 
could not say which meetjing it was. She was scared to death 
and she was named by Cvetic and she lost her #ob when her 
name appeared in the paper, 

Mr. Williams. Another name? 

Mrs. Golden. Steve? 3uto. I saw him at a lot of front 
group meetings P picnics. i 

Mr. Williams. How ido you spell that? 

Mrs. Golden. S~u-t-o, 

Mr, Williams. Where did he work? 

Mrs* Golden. He worked in a steel mill.. I think it 
was J & L, if I'm not mistaken. I know he worked in a steel 
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Mr. Williams. Do you have another name? 

Mrs. Golden, Miriam Schuits, CSC. She was the 
executive secretary of the CHC. She worked in the office 
Where they: had this, committee to end the sedition, laws. 
They were all in the same office, a lot of these little 
committees ? 

Mr. Arens. Do you remember the address? 

Mrs, Golden.. • It was 212 Forbes Building, in Oakland. 
The building has since burned down . ; 

Mr. Williams. Another /fiame? 

Mrs. Golden. Nathan ^Alberts. I do not know where 
he is working, but he is still. in Pittsburgh. We saw him 
at that American Committee meeting last winter. 

Mr. Williams. That would be the fall of 1957?

Mrs. Golden. That is right. He worked oh all of these 
different 'front organisations and mailings. I worked 
with him on mailings just as I had done with Miriam Schultz 
and Nelson and McNiel and Stineberg. 

I know that Ann Devunich attended a peace conference in 
Hungary, I believe. 

Mr. Williams. She is the person you mentioned pre- 
viously? 

Mrs, Golden. ' Yes. Her and her husband both had a

denaturalization .case coming up and the" Government dropped 
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it, theirs along with Steve °s and I think a couple of 
more • 

Mr. Williams i They were foreign born? 

Mrs. Golden. They were both naturalised. She and her 
husband both attended the conference, which was somewhere 
around 1950. 

James Dolson is the ne^t one. 

Mr. Golden. He was the staff writer for the Daily 
Worker of western Pennsylvania. All of the materials v/ere 
sent into the Sunday and Daily Worker; He was on the 
executive club. We held meetings in his apartment. He 
was a bachelor. » He is known from Maine to California as a 
Communist, back in the old days. 

He left Pittsburgh axid went to Philadelphia at least 
seven or eight years ago. 

Mrs. Golden. The last time I saw him was, I worked 
at 212 Forbes Building and it was during Steve Nelson °s 
trial. It was either seditbn or the Smith Act trials. I 
would have to refresh my memory ■ He called me up to ask 
me, to come over and help with a mailing, 

I know it was during the Smith Act trial because Ben- 
jam3,n Davis was coming in from prison, I think, to testify, 
from the Federal penitentiary, and they sent a delegation 
down from New York to make an impression during the trial 
v/hen Davis testified. 



Dolson called up and asked me if I v/ould come over 
and help with a mailing and v/e got out hundreds of pieces 
of mail and took them down to the main post office building 
in town in a cab and dropped therir off and then I went 
home . 

Mr. Williams. The next name? 
Mrs* Golden* Bill Albertson. 

Mr, Golden,. He came into Pittsburgh to concentrate.

on the organization of steel mills and also led the class 
study meetings and a refresher course for all of the older 
members , You had to attend, I do not know what positions 
he held* 

Mr. Areas. Where Is he now? 

Mr* Golden. The last time I knew he was up to Detroit 
where he had his trials. 

Mrs. Golden. I have heard that he was in Hew York. 
I can't remember who told me that but he was supposed to. 
be in New York, married to a negro, Billie Lewis, who was 
a member of the Northside Club. That is all I know, but 
I didn't know him. 

Mr.- Arena. Wto elsq? 

Mrs. Golden. Lila and Jerry Grushka, G-r-u-s-h-k-a, 
I think. 1 

Mr. Golden, Lila was employed for approximately two 
years at the Heinz plant. She was put into my group,, In 
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the Heinz cell group, she worked second shift mostly. We 
were to contact and discuss with her., Mankin and I, in his 
c£r, at nights after midnight after she was through working. 

She moved away from Pittsburgh and later came back. 
As far as I know, they are living in Pittsburgh now. I 
have not seen her for about four or five years, something . 
like that . 

Mr. Williams- To- what group was he assigned? 
• Mr. Golden. J. .only met him once. - 

Mrs. Golden.. I had heard that he was connected with 
the youth group, but I have- no knowledge of that. 

Mr. Golden. I have no knowledge of him, either. 

Mrs. Golden. I met him. 

Mr. Williams. The next name?' 

Mrs. Golden. Elmer and Ruth Kish. 

Mr. Williams. Are they related to Gabe Kish? 

Mrs; Golden. He is the brother and she is the sister 
of Nusser. 

Mr. Golden. It is ail inthe family. He helped his 
brother in the coai mine and his particular work was 
around steel. He was a steel organizer. He v/as not 
assigned to a club, but he attended a lot of closed 
meetings, of our meeting, hut he was not a member of our 
\ clubi 

Mr. Williams. ,Where is he now? 
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Mr. Golden, Somewhere around the. valley in 
Pittsburgh* 

Mrs. Golden., t do not thinkhe is active anymore. 

Mr, Golden. He is one of those kinds that could 
be trusted to be with the underground. 

Mrs. Golden. The next names, i think, are dead. Pat 
Cush and Mother Bloor, 

Bill and Helen Kurapus. 

Mr. Golden. They are identified with the hotel and 
restaurant workers club. 

Mrs. Golden. And also the nightclub. 

Mir. Golden. The segment is the Northside Club but 
it is like Heinz with the hotel and restaurant workers 
mixed in. . 

Mrs. Golden. They were in Joe Mankin-'s group. When 
Joe Mankin lived upstairs from us he had this hotel and 
restaurant workers cell and Joe worked at the Hotel Roose- 
velt as a busboy and Helen and Bill worked in a hotel room 
in Penn. I don't know what he did, but she was a waitress.

the war, and the people would get real disgusted. 

Mr. Williams. There is no question but that their 
sympathies were with the Communists and the Chinese Commun- 
ists? 



Mrs. Golden. That is right. Helen said, isn't 
there always the possibilty of a. revolution, and Joe 
reprimanded her for saying that. He said, you know you 
are not supposed to even say that word, but he said among 
us it would not make any difference and he proceeded to 
give them an example of how it would come about \ 

Mr, Williams, Can you recall what he said? 

Mrs. Golden. He said that this Korean War would hot 
be won.

Dave Wyorman, shop steward of Local 155 in Philly 
spoke on how-to get negro votes. Alex Wright spoke on 
electing negroes to public office; proposed a testimonial 
birthday for Wright on Labor Day, 
. Elsie Socco — - 

Mr. Golden. Those names are phonetic. 
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Mrs. Golden. tS~o~crC~o. 

Mr. Williams. Where was she from? 

Mr. Golden. I think she was from around Elks County, 
in Pennsylvania. They had a pretty strong club down there. 9 . 
I don*t know anything about it other than her being a 
delegate « She is probably mentioned elsewhere, 

Mrs. Golden. She reported on a trip to Washington, 
that the Congressmen were asked to support the meeting of the 
five-power pact. Urged everyone to talk to their repres- 
entative at home and demand that they ask for the five-- 
power pact, and Succo and Virginia Gilmore spoke and Gofqrth. 

That is all I have of that, 

Mr. Williams. That was one of the trips you had taken? 
Mr. Golden. Yes. 

Mrs. Golden* 1 wrote them down according to date and 
I had looked over everything and I just took a thumbnail 
sketch- — 

Mr; Williams. ?/hich includes both of your trips? 

Mrs. Golden. I am reading sort of the highlights of 
what was written. 

Mr. Williams. Do you have another trip? 

Mrs. Golden. September of 1952.* 

Mr. Williams. Which one of you took this trip? 

Mrs. GoMen. I put his name in everyone of them as 
being a delegate. 
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Mr. Williams. Mr, Golden? 

Mrs. Golden. Yes, Alex Wright, Hap Golden, Harap 
Carouthers, Mr. and Mrs. Freestone, Philly, Broadmore 
Hotel, $1,600 raised for Helen in campaign ; rally at Town 
Hall, $800 collected. 

It was reported that $2,000 clear in all functions, 
arguments on wording of a state platform and in each 
insert direct reference to CP in pointing out — I think 
that was in reference to — - 

Mr. Golden. There was a banner strung all the way 
across the street. 

" Mr., Williams. Who' are the Freestones? 

Mr. Golden. They are an elderly negro couple. 

Mr. Williams. Were they Party members? 

Mr. Golden. That I could not say. They must have been 
or else they would not have been appointed as delegates 
to go to the Progressive Party. 

Mrs. Golden. This is still the state convention, 
Reverend Davidson and wife were there from San Diego. He 
was a Baptist minister. Tom Fitspatrick was elected new 
state chairman. Blanks were passed out to send to Governor 
Fine and prosecuting attorney in Pittsburgh to protest the 
no-bail for Steve Nelson and, to outlaw the charges against 
the others in western Pennsylvania who were not in jail yet. 



January of 1953, CRG in Philadelphia, Hap Golden, 
Mr, Forrester, Ben Carouthers, Ted Roiman, Steinberg, 
Jim DolsOri, Mr, and Mrs, Harden, \A> Alberts, Becky 
Horowitz. Literature from the national CRC office to pass, 
out in Pittsburgh. Nate and Miriam to make up leaflets and 
consult Dolson on article and present it to the advisory 
group that meets Wednesday nights. Patterson joined dis- 
cussion on how much money was needed for defense. 

This was probably during Nelson's Smith Act case 
or the sedition case. 

April of 1953, Mary Golden b CRC in Philadelphia, Joe 
Mankin, Miriam Schultz and Nate Alberts. The CRC new 
office was in the Renshaw Building, 9th and Liberty Avenue, 
The conference, talk of nationality of women for peace 
group, a national committee J I with policy holders commit- 
tee, the Jewish Cultural Center fight, and this was held 
at Reynolds Hall in Philadelphia. 

Some of the other people there were Dr. John Hoi ton, 
Jack 2ucker, Mrs. Miller, Mr. DePaszio, William Patterson, 
Harold Spencer, Mr. Lowenthal, Wireman — that was the negro 
in the Abraham Lincoln Brigade. 

Patterson spoke on the Smith Act frame-up, Sucker on 
the mismanner of the sedition law and Taft-Hartley, They 
wanted 5,000 signatures on applications in Philly and 5,000 
in Pittsburgh to reverse the Steve Nelson -sedition case. 
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Returned from the IY/0 to held defeat the Water- 
McCarran Law and distributed 3^000 leaflets on the Sitifch, 
Act trials in Philly. Nelson 9 © books were auctioned off* 
Proposed to 'Governor Fine annul 20 year sentence of Nelson 
by Zucker. Nelson spoke on yew he had to go to trial without . 
a lawyer and Missiner used the trial to became a judge and 
he spoke of his mistreatment in the workhouse and how he 
got the officials at the workhouse to give him better 
treatment and not only for him, but for other people 
because he had gotten messages from all over the country 
and they were kind of afraid to put him in the hole . 

Joe Mankin had wanted to get a movement started against 
the Walter-McCarran Act, but a represfentive group had not been 
present at the conference and Mankin was disgusted about it,, 
and then he talked on the way home about the revolutionists 
in Russia and how they had been sabotaged and were killed 
and were assasinated and he said that these things had 
changed but it does not hurt to know about the work of 
the Russian people because this v/as the Party v/hen Russian 
culture was born out of the struggle for freedom. 

Mr. Arena. Hoy/ many letters could you folks get from 
Pittsburgh down here to Capitol Hill? Do you have any 
idea how many you could get on a campaign, for instance, to 
repeal the Walter-McGarran Act? 

Mrs. Golden. They would send out letters to all 
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nationality groups, even though they were not Communists 
or they were all anti-Communists, but they would give them 
an example of how even though these organizations were 
not Communist, that this law could affect them and how it 
would hurt that particular nationality. 

Mr, Williams. They Would not identify themselves 
as Communists? 

Mrs.. Golden. They had a committee to protest the 
Walter-McCarran Act or some such thing and they, would ask 
for h©!'- in that matter and send them literature and pos- 
sibly send invitations and let them do it on their own 
and, of course, in the, course of time!, we also did our own 
work, getting people who were Party members and sympathisers 
to send in petitions and telegrams and things like that. 

Mr. Golden. The AmericanWorker is the most gullible 
people in the world . They used to get money from people 
with those false front letters. You would be surprised 
at the hundreds and hundreds of dollars from people who 
were not Communists. 

Mrs. Golden. Like ministers. On this Rosenberg 
thing, they had gotten in touch with ministers who could 
not agree with the decision that the Rosenbergs be sent 
to death and they would want them to bring it up in their 
churches . 

In other words, work along with them, t mean, it was 
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what was known as a United front and they would get up 
petitions and we went out at nights to get signatures to 
send into Washington protesting, and in these churches they 
got their own petitions up. 

After this whole thing was oyer and the Rosenbergs 
were executed, they would still get these people, have theni 
on a mailing list and try to get them interested in the 
Smith Act trials and so forth. 

Mr. Williams. In other words, they got the names off 
the petitions and used them in mailing lists? 

Mr. Golden. Yes. Opticians and various small business 
concerns, would send into the unions, we will say in the City 
of Pittsburgh and say, "We will give you a discount if you 
will give us a mailing list. We will give all members on 
the: mailing list, such as for eye examinations instead of 
$50, bring this card," and they would mail them a bunch of 
cards and you could get it for $30. 

Then, someone would get hold of this mailing list, 
and some unions were not very careful about this expose, 
about who they gave the mailing list to, and then they 
bombarded them hour after hour. They wore out more mimeo- 
graph machines than I guess they do over in the Pentagon. 

Mr. Arens. What was their attitude towards this 
committee? 

Mr. Golden. I can't say it with my wife present.

This was a CRC, eight-state 
conference in May of 1953. I remember this one so well 
because it was Mother's Day and it just about broke my. • 
heart. . It v/as at Ukranian Hall, Southside, 6th and Carson 
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Street, in Pittsburgh. There were 30 to 35 — Miriam Schultz, 
Nate Alberts, Steve Nelson, Agnes and Joe Mankin, Sonny 
Sartisky, Mary and Hap Golden. Becky Horowitz,, Eddie Lange^ 
Norma Quinn, Allen McNiel, Jess and Lou Hardin, Bobby Jones 
and Devunich, Alex: Wright and Ales Stineberg, William ; 
Patterson. Elaine Ross, Jack Zucker, Smith. He was with ; 
Dr. Druitt when they were arrested up there for inciting 
a. riot. ^| 

Art^'McFall v/as from Detroit.

Allen McNiel told of how he, was thrown in jail because 
of election of the election of unions, but U, E. won 
anyway. McNiel was put in jail 5 he was up for deportation 
and he told tte people that the reason that they put him 
in jail was because of this election that UE at Union 
Switch and Signal, and it was the capitalist idea that if 
they put the leadership in jail that the reactionaries 
forces in the union would win out, but UE won anyhow, and 
I think this election was between two different factions, 
right and left. 

Charges against the CRC because they are working for 
Wiley Magee and the Martinsville Seven and the Rosenbergs 
and the stand against 1he SCorean War. I guess this was the 
Subversive Activities Control Board, citing them as a 
subversive organization . 

Nelson spoke about concentrating on getting letters 
and telegrams for a new trial for him and McFall spoke 
on how the CRC in Detroit bought a Senator in Detroit to 
introduce a repeal onl the Sedition Act, 

Mr. Williams.. Influenced a Senator? 

Mrs. Golden. Yes. 

Mr. Williams, A national Senator? 
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Mrs. Golden. I think it was a State senator, and thought; 
it would foe a good idea if they could get the same thing 
done in Pennsylvania because that is where the Sedition 
trials actually began, and that would squelch ail sedition 
trials all over the country. 

May 10th, the second day of the convention, it was 
the Captain s s Restaurant on Fifth Avenue in Pittsburgh. 
Art McFall spoke on how labor should heip Nelson. Labor 
could help Nelson by tying his case in with the Walter- 
McCarran Act, the Taft-Hartley Law, the Smith Act and all 
these different things, and he also spoke on how the CIO 
in Michigan was moved by the unions , 

They got the governor of the state to come out against 
three bills and that forced Walter Reuther to pass a 
resolution on civil liberties. 

Mr. Golden. At this convention, I parked off the main 
street in a back alley this Sunday morning and the local

police has the license and make of all cars. I always i 
got a ticket, regardless of ( wherever I parked. It always ' 
costs $2 and a half if you did not keep your car at least i 
four or five blocks away from any convention. 

That was another hardship I had to go through with 

the local police. You dare not break any traffic laws or 1

Mr. Areas. Do you have some others? j 
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Mrs. Golden. May 27, i953, Harrisburgh, and I went 
to Harrisburgh with Miriam Sehults, Steve Nelson, Sonny 
Robinson, Art Shields— that is a name I did not mention 
before > who was a correspondent for the Record, He had 
been in Pittsburgh working with Pat Cush on a biography 
of Pat Cush*s life, and Miriam Schultz stayed at our home 
that evening and we took his car and picked up Steve 
Nelson and Art Shields at Nelson 5 s house and went to 
Harrisburgh. 

We got to the hearing and it was very crowded. 
When we got to Harrisburgh, Steve Nelson and Art Shields 
went one way and we went another* There were people there 
from Philadelphia and New York. They had hoped to get some 
f romCleveland other places, but I couldn't say that they 
did, but I would imagine that they had a delegation there 
of from 30 to 40 people. 

It was set up that after the hearing was over, they 
would go to see the governor or the governor Q s secretary 
to appeal to him to reverse the decision of double jeopardy 
of Steve Nelson on the Smith Act case, 

Miriam Schultz told me and Sonny Robinson that it 
would be better if we did not attend this meeting because 
we would have to register and she 'did not think it would 
be right since our names might- be exposed publicly, so we 
did not attend that meeting but they were received by the 
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governors secretary and from what she stated, they were 
received very well* , 

After that we met Steve and i the other delegates and 
Art Shields went on to Philadelphia and Doc Druitt came 
back to Pittsburgh v/ith us. 

Mr* Golden- I attended an international convention 
of the Amalgamated Meat Cutters and Butchers Workers 
of North America, in 'Chicago in 1048. I was told by Maxtkin 
to be sure to give them, the address* of the Da&y Worker 
and v/ho to see in Chicago, that to make a report after every 
session at least once a day and get copies of all resolu- 
tions that were passed at the convention and give them to 
the Worker in Chicago and anything pertaining to union 
matters that the Communists may use to infiltrate the Meat 
Cutters, to be sure to aiake notes, propagandise the 
Taft-Hartley Law and stuff like that, the evils of it aiid 
publicize it as much as you could, so you could not even 
attend your own locales convention without working within 
it fbr the®. 

Mrs. Golden. In June of 1953, we went to a Progressive 
Party picnic in Youngstown, 1444 Thornhill Road, and it 
included IWO; defense of the Rosenberg petition was passed 
around and discussed a delegation to Washington for 
demonstration and they wanted 10,000 people to attend. 

Mr. ? Williams. This was held in Youngstown? 



Mrs. Golden. Yes. 

In October of 1953, I went to a convention at the 
Yugoslav Home, 405 41st Street, New York City. It was 
a people *s conference to fight the Walter-McCarran Law, 
prosecutions and McCarthy ism. Doxy Wilkerson, the school 
social science professor, chaired, and spoke onthe danger 
of McCarthyisai and said that fascism imperialism can be 
defeated and democracy restored by speaking out. 

John Abt spoke on the Subversive Activities Control 
Board and repeal of the Smith Act and h6w they could get the 
proceedings dropped against the 12 organizations that were 
cited by the Subversive Activities Control Board and the 
repeal of the McCarran Act. 

Mr. Williams. Do you have a last of those who attended 
there? 

Mrs. Golden. No. I know a lot of the people who f 
attended and I saw George Wuchinich there j and Eddie 
Suckdamondel , Miriam Schults was there, Alex Wright, Ruth 
and Julius Ports, Mr. Hamlet, Nate Alberts j I think those 
were the ones from Pittsburgh. 

Abt spoke on students, writers, artists, actors, 
negroes and foreign born, all these differentboards, Taft- 
Hartley, and so forth. He said that the youth must be 
organised to fight through unions and other organisations 
by bringing the subject on the floor, that the attack on 
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Red organizations is a stepping stone to other attacks. 
There were 400 to 500 delegates at this convention. 

In December of 1953, a conference to repeal the 
Walter-McCarran Act and defend its victims, 1020 Noble 
Street, Chicago, Illinois. There were 22 people from 
Pittsburgh.
